Amendment 

The Amendment filed October 15, 2004 has been received and made of record. 
In response to the first office action, Applicant has amended claims 1 1 and 12, as well 
as figures 1A and 2. 

Response to Amendment 

Figures 1 A has been amended to correct inconsistency with photosites 114 and 
123; Figure 2 has been amended to correct drafting inconsistencies; and the 
Specification has been amended to so that properly coincide with the drawings. Based 
on the foregoing amendments, the objection to the Drawings is hereby withdrawn. 

The Specification was also amended to correct a typographical error. Based on 
the foregoing correction, the objection to the Specification is hereby withdrawn. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 11-15 are allowed. 

Regarding claims 1-10 . the claims were previously deemed allowable (see Office 
Action of July 21, 2004.) 

Regarding claims 11-15 . the prior art is not found to teach or at least fairly 
suggest color channel pulse generation, generating a set of sample signals based on a 
first duty cycle register wherein the sample signals represent a first shutter control pulse 
width for the first. color channel being split into a plurality of sub-pulses whose sum width 
equals the first pulse width.
